W. B. FALCONER CALLED BY DEATH 


SUNDAY EVENING AT 9:15 O'CLOCK THE DEATH OF WILL BRACEY FALCONER, 
AGED 70, OCCURRED AT THE HOME OF HIS DAUGHTER, MRS. L. S. PITTS, AFTER A 
LONG ILLNESS. 

MR. FALCONER WAS BORN IN WAYNE COUNTY AT SILVER LAKE FEBRUARY 14, 
1863, AND SPENT MANY YEARS OF HIS LIFE HERE, WHERE HE HAD A WIDE CIRCLE OF 
FRIENDS WHO HEARD OF HIS PASSING WITH KEENEST REGRET. 

ON JUNE 12, 1894, AT WAYNESBORO, HE WAS MARRIED TO MISS MARY HAND, 
AND TO THIS UNION THREE CHILDREN WERE BORN: WILLIAM WALLACE, WHO DIED AT 
THE AGE OF THREE MONTHS, AND MRS. L. S. PITTS, JR. AND MRS. HOMER PURVIS, 
WHO SURVIVES HIM. 

FUNERAL SERVICES WERE HELD AT THE BAPTIST CHURCH, TUESDAY, DEC. 26, 
AT 3. P.M., THE PASTOR W. A. GREEN IN CHARGE ASSISTED BY THE REV. G. C. CLARK, 
PASTOR OF THE METHODIST CHURCH. INTERMENT FOLLOWED IN WAYNESBORO 
CEMETERY. 
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
